MOST CRITICAL FINANCIAL SITUATION 
FACED SINCE TIME OF THE WORLD WAR 


Where Chinesc-Jnps Are at War 


Prime Minister MacDonald Hastily Convenes Cabinet Me 
ing— Decision Reached to Suspend Gold Redemption 
Act of 1925— Help to Halt Alarming Withdrawals 


London, Sept. 21.— Suspending the gold standard, raising 
the Rank of England discount rate to six per cent, and closing 
all stock exchanges, Great Britain wrestled today with the 
most critical financial situation since the World \\ ar. 
Brought back from his country home at Chequers by the 
Prince of Wales, Prime Minister MacDonald hastily convened 
a Cabinet meeting last night and it was decided that the gold 
redemption act of 192 ) should be* suspended to halt alarming 
withdrawals of gold by foreign investors. 
Parliament is expected to pass the enabling legislation to­ 
night, after which it will go to King George in Scotland lor his 
approval. 
I he bank rate was raised from four and one-half per cent., 
a figure which was set in July. It has not been up to six per 
cent, since October 31, 1929. The highest it has been since 
the war was seven per cent, and the highest during the war 
period was ten per cent., set two days before the declaration 
of hostilities on August ‘3, 1914.
